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California may empower citizens to sue over 
illegal firearms 


(AP) — For all California’s nation-leading 
attempts to regulate firearms, the state has 
not found a way to deter those happy to skirt 
the laws with stolen or homemade and in- 
creasingly prevalent “ghost” guns. 


In just two recent examples, police say the first 
weapon recovered after gunmen killed six people 
and wounded 12 in downtown Sacramento early 
Sunday had been stolen and converted to being 
capable of automatic gunfire. The homemade as- 
sault weapon a father used a month ago and a few 
miles away to kill his three daughters, their chap- 
erone and then himself was unregistered. 


“People argue that we’ve got the toughest gun 
laws in the nation. But they’re clearly not tough 
enough,” Democratic state Sen. Robert Hertzberg 
said Monday. 


The latest mass shooting in a nightclub area 
blocks from the state Capitol renewed calls for 
tougher firearms laws from President Joe Biden. 
Biden called for Congress to take many of the 
steps nationwide that California already has in 
place — imposing background checks, banning 
assault weapons and high-capacity magazines, and 
outlawing ghost guns. 


The most populous state will consider an inno- 
vative new approach Tuesday when Hertzberg, at 
the urging of Gov. Gavin Newsom, expects to take 
the first step to advance a bill allowing private citi- 
zens to sue anyone who distributes illegal assault 
weapons, parts that can be used to build weapons, 
guns without serial numbers, or .50 caliber rifles.

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The penalty: at least $10,000 in civil damages for 
each weapon, plus attorneys fees. 


But the bill would not bar anyone from possessing 
or using the weapons, though they're illegal under 
other laws. And it would not include stolen weap- 
ons unless they are otherwise made illegal, for in- 
stance by filing off the serial number. 


“It’s going to have hopefully a chilling effect on 
folks with ghost guns or assault weapons,” Hertz- 
berg said. “You've got to have millions of eyeballs 
looking for these guns. If someone flashes one, 
talks about it, all of a sudden there's an incentive 
among the public in a way that there's never been 
before to try to pull them off the street.” 


Yet, Hertzberg's bill is patterned after a similar 
Texas law allowing citizens to go after those who 
provide or assist in providing abortions. And even 
if it becomes law, Hertzberg's bill will automati- 
cally be invalidated if the Texas law is eventually 
ruled unconstitutional. 


“This is tit for tat political gamesmanship, which 
is the worst reason to be passing some kind of a 
bill,” said Chuck Michel, president of the Cali- 
fornia Rifle and Pistol Association and an attorney 
who wrote a book about California's complicated 
gun laws. “You're going to deputize a bunch of 
amateurs — non-lawyers, non-cops — to judge a 
neighbor's actions and then give them the right to 
drag them into court over it.” 


Giffords Law Center to Prevent Gun Violence, 
which generally favors firearms restrictions, hasn't 
taken a position on the bill. 


The center's state policy director, attorney Ari 
Freilich, said 1t “would essentially bring more en- 
forcement oversight to some specific criminal laws 
in California.” 


“It’s not something that's really been tried before,” 
Freilich said. 


He wouldn't predict if it would be effective, but 
said the proposal has some “potential challenges.” 
Among them is encouraging civil actions to punish 
crimes, and establishing “a bounty” to be collected 
by those who haven't been directly harmed. 


His organization is backing other bills, including 
one that would make it easier for people to sue gun 
companies for liability in shootings that cause in- 
juries or death. Two other bills also target firearm 
parts and guns without serial numbers, and those 
made with 3D printers. 


Legislative analysts also raised concerns, including 
that California’s bill might be seen as legitimizing 
Texas” approach. 
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Murkowski, Romney back Jackson, all but assure confirmation 


(AP) — Republican Sens. 
Lisa Murkowski and Mitt 
Romney announced Mon- 
day night they will vote 
to confirm Judge Ketanji 
Brown Jackson’s historic 
elevation to the Supreme 
Court, giving President 
Joe Biden’s nominee a 
burst of bipartisan sup- 
port and all but assuring 
she'll become the first 
Black female justice. 


The senators from Alaska 
and Utah announced their 
decisions ahead of a proce- 
dural vote to advance the 
nomination and as Demo- 
crats pressed to confirm Jack- 
son by the end of the week. 
GOP Sen. Susan Collins of 
Maine announced last week 
that she would back Jackson, 
noting her “stellar qualifica- 
tions” as a federal judge, pub- 
lic defender and member of 
the U.S. Sentencing Com- 
mission. 


All three Republicans said 
they did not expect to agree 


with all of Jackson’s deci- 
sions, but they found her 
extremely well qualified. 
Romney said Jackson “more 
than meets the standard of 
excellence and integrity.” 
Murkowski said she will 
“bring to the Supreme Court 
a range of experience from 
the courtroom that few can 
match given her background 
in litigation.” 


With three Republicans sup- 
porting her in the 50-50 split 
Senate, Jackson is on a glide- 
path to confirmation and on 
the brink of making history 
as the third Black justice and 
only the sixth woman in the 
court’s more than 200-year 
history. Beyond the historic 
element, Democrats have 
cited her deep experience 
in nine years on the federal 
bench and the chance for her 
to become the first former 
public defender on the court. 


Both Collins and Murkowski 
said they believed that the 
Senate nomination process 


has become broken as it has 
become more partisan in the 
past several decades. 


Murkowski, who is up for 
reelection this year, said her 
decision partly rests “on my 
rejection of the corrosive 
politicization of the review 
process for Supreme Court 
nominees, which, on both 
sides of the aisle, is growing 
worse and more detached 
from reality by the year.” 


After the vote, Murkowski 
said she had “assumed a level 
of risk” but “there’s three of 
us that found ourselves in 
this place where I believe the 
strength, qualifications of the 
candidate are such that are 
appropriate for the court.” 


Biden nominated Jackson to 
replace retiring Justice Ste- 
phen Breyer, who will step 
down after the court’s session 
ends this summer. Biden has 
sought bipartisan backing for 
his pick, making repeated 
calls to senators and invit- 
ing Republicans to the White 
House. White House press 
secretary Jen Psaki said Mon- 
day that administration offi- 
cials would work the phones 
until the last minute to maxi- 
mize support. 


“Judge Jackson will bring 
extraordinary qualifications, 
deep experience and intellect, 
and a rigorous judicial re- 
cord to the Supreme Court,” 
Biden tweeted earlier Mon- 
day. “She deserves to be con- 
firmed as the next justice.” 


The Senate’s 53-47 vote 
Monday evening was to “dis- 
charge” Jackson's nomina- 
tion from the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee after the 
panel deadlocked, 11-11, on 
whether to send the nomina- 
tion to the Senate floor. 


The committee vote, split 
along party lines, was the 
first deadlock on a Supreme 
Court nomination in three 
decades. 


The Judiciary committee’s 
top Republican, Iowa Sen. 
Chuck Grassley, said he op- 
posed Jackson’s nomination 
because “she and I have fun- 
damental, different views on 
the role of judges and the role 
that they should play in our 
system of government.” 


The committee hadn’t dead- 
locked since 1991, when 
Biden was chairman and a 
motion to send the nomina- 
tion of current Justice Clar- 
ence Thomas to the floor 
with a “favorable” recom- 
mendation failed on a 7-7 
vote. The committee then 
voted to send the nomination 
to the floor without a recom- 
mendation, meaning it could 
still be brought up for a vote. 


Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell of Ken- 
tucky set the tone for most of 
his party last week when he 
said he “cannot and will not” 
support Jackson, citing GOP 
concerns raised in hearings 
about her sentencing record 
and her backing from liberal 
advocacy groups. 


Republicans on the Judiciary 
panel continued their push 
Monday to paint Jackson as 
soft on crime, defending their 
repeated questions about her 
sentencing on sex crimes. 


“Questions are not attacks,” 
said Marsha Blackburn of 
Tennessee, one of several 
GOP senators on the panel 
who hammered the point in 
the hearings two weeks ago. 


Jackson pushed back on the 
GOP narrative, declaring 
that “nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth” and ex- 
plaining her reasoning in de- 
tail. Democrats said she was 
in line with other judges in 
her decisions. And on Mon- 
day they criticized their GOP 
counterparts’ questioning. 


“You could try and create a 
straw man here, but it does 
not hold,” said New Jersey 
Sen. Cory Booker. 


The questioning was filled 
with “absurdities of disre- 
spect,” said Booker, who also 
is Black. He said he will “re- 
joice” when Jackson is con- 
firmed. 


Derrick Johnson, president 
and chief executive officer of 
the NAACP, expressed disap- 
pointment with the commit- 
tee tie, even as he noted that 
Jackson had cleared an im- 
portant hurdle. He said “his- 
tory will be watching” during 
the full Senate vote later this 
week.a 


With divisive cases coming, Barrett says ‘Read the opinion” 


(AP) — Supreme Court Justice Amy Coney 
Barrett said Monday that judges are not de- 
ciding cases to impose a “policy result,” but 
are making their best effort to determine 
what the law and the Constitution require. 


In a nation splintered by partisanship and wracked 
by incivility, Barrett in remarks at the Ronald Rea- 
gan Presidential Library appeared to acknowledge 
that expected court decisions on reproductive rights 
and gun control would be seen through a political 
lens and lead to division. She urged Americans to 
“read the opinion” and consider the court's reason- 
ing before making judgments about the outcome. 


“Does (the decision) read like something that was 
purely results driven and designed to impose the 
policy preferences of the majority, or does this read 
like it actually is an honest effort and persuasive ef- 
fort, even if one you ultimately don't agree with, 
to determine what the Constitution and precedent 
requires?” she asked. 


Americans should judge the court — or any federal 
court — by its reasoning, she said. “Is its reasoning 


that of a political or legislative body, or is its reason- 
ing judicial?” she asked. 


The program was briefly interrupted by a heck- 
ler. Barrett said afterward, “As a mother of seven, 
I am used to distractions and sometimes even out- 
bursts,” which elicited a round of applause from 
the capacity crowd. 


The group Rise4AbortionRightsLA claimed credit 
for the brief protest and posted a video on its Twit- 
ter account showing a woman shouting toward 
Barrett: “You are an enslaver of women.” In its 
tweet, the group said, “Only the people can prevent 
the Supreme Court from overturning the right to 
abortion.” 


In a wide-ranging, 45-minute interview at the hill- 
top library, Barrett also spoke dubiously of intro- 
ducing cameras to the high court, defended free 
speech rights and admitted she is a lousy basketball 
shot. 


While she said she was not expressing an opinion 
on cameras in the courtroom, she added “people 


don't behave the same when they know that there's 
a camera there.” 


Barrett's appearance at the library — in Simi Valley, 
northwest of Los Angeles — came on the same day 
that Republican Sens. Lisa Murkowski and Mitt 
Romney said they will vote to confirm Judge Ket- 
anji Brown Jackson's nomination to the Supreme 
Court, bolstering bipartisan support for the first 
Black woman to be nominated. 


European Union proposes Russian coal ban in new sanctions 


(AP) — The European 
Union’s executive branch 
proposed Tuesday a ban 
on coal imports from Rus- 
sia in what would be the 
first EU sanctions target- 
ing the country’s lucrative 
energy industry over its 
war in Ukraine. 


European Commission Pres- 
ident Ursula von der Leyen 
said the EU needed to in- 
crease the pressure on Rus- 
sian President Vladimir Putin 
after what she described as 
“heinous crimes” carried out 
around Kyiv, with evidence 
that Russian troops may have 
deliberately killed Ukrainian 


civilians. 


Von der Leyen said the ban 
on coal imports is worth 4 
billion euros ($4.4 billion) 
per year and that the EU has 
already started working on 
additional sanctions, includ- 
ing on oil imports. 


She didn’t mention natural 
gas, with consensus among 
the 27 EU countries on tar- 
geting the fuel used to gener- 
ate electricity and heat homes 
difficult to secure amid op- 
position from gas-dependent 
members like Germany, the 
bloc’s largest economy. 

Until now, Europe had not 
been willing to target Rus- 
sian energy over fears that it 
would plunge the European 
economy into recession. Eu- 
rope’s dependence on Rus- 


sian oil, natural gas and coal 
means finding unanimity on 
energy measures is a tall or- 
der, but the recent reports 
of civilian killings have in- 
creased pressure for tougher 
EU sanctions. 


The U.S. and United King- 
dom previously announced 
they were cutting off Russian 
oil. Individual EU countries 
have announced efforts to 
draw down their energy reli- 
ance on Russia: Poland says 
it plans to block imports of 
coal and oil from the country, 
while Lithuania said it’s no 
longer using Russian natural 


gas. 


“To take a clear stand is not 
only crucial for us in Europe 
but also for the rest of the 
world,” von der Leyen said. 
“A clear stand against Pu- 
tin’s war of choice. A clear 
stand against the massacre of 
civilians. And a clear stand 
against the violation of the 
fundamental principles of the 
world order.” 


Energy policy expert Simone 
Tagliapietra with the Bruegel 
think tank in Brussels said 
coal represented 20 million 
euros in revenue for Russia 
from Europe per day at cur- 
rent prices, compared with 
850 million per day for oil 
and gas. 


The coal ban “is important 
because it breaks the energy 
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taboo,” he said, but is not “a 
game changer. ... Targeting 
coal for the moment is too 
prudent, it’s too symbolic 
and the time for symbolic 
measures is gone.” 


“It's not with coal that Putin 
can get rich or sustain the 
funding of the war. The big 
flow of money is certainly oil 
and gas, not coal, and that’s 
the issue.” 


The proposal still must be 
adopted unanimously by all 
27 EU countries and is in- 
cluded among a new package 
of sanctions. 


Other measures proposed by 
the EU’s executive arm in- 
clude sanctions on more indi- 
viduals and four key Russian 
banks, among them VTB, the 
second-largest Russian bank. 


“These four banks, which 
we now totally cut off from 
the markets, represent 23% 
of market share in the Rus- 
sian banking sector,” von der 
Leyen said. “This will further 


weaken Russia's financial 
system.” 
The bloc also would ban 


Russian vessels and Russian- 
operated vessels from EU 
ports, with exceptions for es- 
sentials such as agricultural 
and food products, humani- 
tarian aid and energy. 


Further targeted export bans,

worth 10 billion euros, in sec- 
tors covering quantum com- 
puters, advanced semicon- 
ductors, sensitive machinery 
and transportation equip- 
ment also were proposed. 


“With this, we will continue 
to degrade Russia's techno- 
logical base and industrial 
capacity,” von der Leyen said. 


But energy was the focus. 
EU trade commissioner Val- 
dis Dombrovskis said 62% of 
Russia's exports to the EU 
were hydrocarbons last year. 


“If we really want to affect 
Russia’s economy, that’s 
where we need to look,” he 
said. “And that's exactly what 
is subject to discussions con- 
cerning this sanctions pack-

Because of its climate ambi- 
tions, the EU has been mov- 
ing away from coal for years.

Coal use fell from 1.2 billion 
tons a year to 427 million 
tons between 1990 and 2020, 
but imports rose from 30% to 
60% of coal use. 


The European Union im- 
ported 53% of hard coal from 
Russia in 2020, which ac- 
counted for 30% of the EU’s 
hard coal consumption. 


Russian coal would be casier 
to replace than natural gas 
because coal comes by ship 
and there are multiple global 
suppliers. Germany’s asso- 
ciation of coal importers said 
last month that Russian coal 
could be replaced “in a few 
months.” 


But the switch would mean 
more import demand from 
Europe and higher global 
coal prices, with significant 
effects on emerging and de- 
veloped economies that also 
rely on coal. 


Women watch Costa Rica’s president-elect warily 


(AP) — As Costa Rica’s 
future president cast his 
ballot at a school in the 
capital, a young woman 
stood on the sidewalk out- 
side shouting, “Harasser!” 


She was surrounded and 
drowned out by Rodrigo 
Chaves’ supporters, but stood 
her ground, a purple hand- 
kerchief that read, “For our 
right to decide” tied around 
her neck. Chaves ignored her 
if he noticed at all. 


The heckling was a public 
display of concerns held by 
many Costa Rican women 
about the conservative econ- 
omist who won Sunday’s 
election and will take office 
May 8. 


In socially conservative Cen- 
tral America, Costa Rica has 
shown signs of more pro- 
gressive tendencies in recent 
years. Abortion remains ille- 
gal except in cases where the 
mother’s life or health is at 
wry 


risk, but two years ago it be- 
came the first country to le- 
galize same-sex marriage. 


Chaves has drawn women’s 
ire because the World Bank 
found that he sexually ha- 
rassed various women while 
he was employed there. Ulti- 
mately, he was sanctioned for 
misconduct, demoted and 
pushed out. He has continu- 
ally denied the allegations 
and misstated the actions tak- 
en against him. 


That history was highlighted 
repeatedly by his opponent, 
Jose Maria Figueres, during 
a bruising two months be- 
tween the first round of vot- 
ing and Sunday’s runoff. 


Figueres, however, was seen 
as the face of a disliked po- 
litical establishment and was 
fighting allegations of cor- 
ruption, leaving Costa Ri- 
cans with two unappetizing 


choices. 

Montserrat Sagot, a feminist 
and sociologist at the Uni- 
versity of Costa Rica, said 
she worried about the mes- 
sage sent by Chaves’ election 
despite his record of harass- 
ment. 


She noted that polling indi- 
cated that Chaves’ conduct 
toward women was not rele- 
vant for 45% of people when 
they voted. 


“In the experience of other 
countries like the United 
States, electing a person like 
Chaves or (Donald) Trump 
legitimizes sexual violence 
against women,” Sagot said. 


Sagot also expressed concern 
that Chaves’ government 
could threaten progress made 
on women’s rights. 


“It’s very concerning that 
Chaves has said that he’s go- 


ing to review the technical 
standard for abortion, the 
standard for in-vitro fertil- 
ization,” Sagot said. “That’s 
worrisome because they are 
standards that have been im- 
posed by the Inter-American 
System of Human Rights 
and could cause us problems 
before the Inter-American 
Court.” 


Mayra Bonilla, a 33-year-old 
stylist exiting a supermar- 
ket Tuesday in San Jose, said 
it was an “embarrassment” 
having a president accused 
of harassment. “You don’t 
feel safe in the street because 
they say all kinds of vulgari- 
ties to you,” Bonilla said. “We 
can’t walk alone and now the 
harassers see that they can 
be president. This election 
made me really sad.” 


Chaves would not be the first 
Costa Rican president to face 
such allegations. 
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Afghan evacuees mark first 


(AP) — Sitting cross-legged on 
the floor as his wife and six chil- 
dren laid plates of fruit on a red 
cloth in front of him, Wolayat 
Khan Samadzoi watched through 
the open balcony door for the 
sliver of new moon to appear in 
the cloudless New Mexico sky, 
where the sun had set beyond a 
desert mountain. 


Then, munching on a date, the 
bushy-bearded former Afghan soldier 
broke his first Ramadan fast in the 
United States — far from the Taliban 
threat, but also the three dozen rela- 
tives he would be marking the start 
of the Muslim holy month with if he 
was still home in Khost, Afghanistan. 


A few minutes after naan was dipped 
into bowls of stewed okra and beans, 
Samadzoi, his wife and the two oldest 
children retired to worship on their 


prayer rugs. On Saturday evening, 
the two-bedroom apartment filled 
with the murmurs of their invoca- 
tions. 


“I pray for them, and they pray for 
me, they miss me,” he said of his rel- 
atives back home. His cousin Noor 
Rahman Faqir, who is also now in Las 
Cruces, translated from Pashto to the 
simple English he learned working 
with American forces in Afghanistan. 


As they adjust to their new commu- 
nities, Afghan families evacuated to 
the United States as the Taliban re- 
gained power last summer are cel- 
ebrating Ramadan with gratitude for 
their safety. Yet there's also the agony 
of being away from loved ones who 
they fear are in danger under a Tal- 
iban leadership crafting increasingly 
repressive orders. 


From metropolitan areas with flour- 
ishing Afghan diasporas to this des- 
ert university community less than 
40 miles (64 kilometers) from the 
Mexican border, tens of thousands of 
newly arrived Afghans share one pre- 
dominant concern that's amplified in 
what should be a celebratory time: 
With only temporary immigration 
status and low-paying jobs, they feel 
helpless to take care of their families 
here and back home. 


Abdul Amir Qarizada repeats several 
times the exact moment, 4:30 p.m., 
when he was ordered to take off from 
Kabul's airport during the chaos of 
the evacuation — with no time to get 
his wife and five children, who are 
still in Afghanistan more than seven 
months later. 


“My concern is the aircraft is safe, 
but my family is not safe,” the for- 
mer flight engineer says after Friday 
prayer at Las Cruces” only mosque, 
where he goes by bike to find some 
“peace.” 


So does Qais Sharifi, 28, who says he 
can’t sleep with worry for his kids left 
behind, including a daughter born 
two months after he fled Afghanistan 
alone. 


Both men break into smiles when 
the mosque's education director, Ra- 
jaa Shindi, an Iraqi-born professor at 
nearby New Mexico State Univer- 
sity, invites them to register for the 
free iftar dinners held nightly in the 
meeting hall decorated with gold bal- 
loons spelling “Ramadan kareem” — 
an Arabic greeting often used to wish 
people a happy Ramadan. 


Local congregations like the mosque 


US Ramadan with gratitude, agony 
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and El Calvario United Methodist 
Church in Las Cruces, as well as the 
Jewish and Christian-based organi- 
zations that resettle refugees across 
their national networks, have been 
helping Afghans find housing, jobs, 
English-language classes, and schools 
for their children. 


They decry the fact that most dis- 
placed Afghan families don't have 
permanent legal status in the United 
States, despite their services for the 
U.S. government, military or their 
Afghan allies during the post-9/11 Af- 
ghanistan war. That would give them 
access to many government benefits 
and an casier path to work and family 
reunification. 


While Afghanistan's decades of war 
and current food shortage mean far 
less extravagant feasts than in many 
countries where Ramadan is celebrat- 
ed, the familiar tastes of home are top 
of mind for many displaced this year. 
Qarizada recalls his mother’s signa- 
ture festive dish of bolani, a stuffed 
fried bread like a giant samosa. 


The mother of Shirkhan Nejat still 
cries every time the 27-year-old 
makes a WhatsApp video call home 
from Oklahoma City, where he 
was resettled with his wife and the 
couple’s baby was born. Missing his 
close-knit extended family at Rama- 
dan brings “bad emotions,” Nejat 
said, despite his gratitude for being 
safe. 


It’s such bonds, the warmth of large 
family gatherings around the iftar 
meal and the cacophony of familiar 
sights, sounds and smells marking 
the end of a day’s fast that many are 
yearning for in America.

Russian fighters are believed 
to have shot dead most of 
those killed in Moura in late 
March, according to witness- 
es who identified the killers 
as white soldiers who did not 
speak French. Several hun- 
dred Russian mercenaries 


Watch. 


In the Moura incident, Ma- 
lian army troops and foreign 
soldiers in late March round- 
ed up several hundred men 
and shot dead about 300 of 
them, burying many in mass 
graves and burning others, 
according to Human Rights 


Mali’s defense ministry re- 
ported a similar incident, 
saying that in the last week 
of March it had killed 203 
“terrorists” and arrested 51 
others, acting on intelligence 
that armed extremists were 
meeting in Moura. 


“Abuses by armed Islamist 
groups is no justification at all 
for the military’s deliberate 


Watch. “The Malian govern- 
ment is responsible for this 
atrocity, the worst in Mali 


in a decade, whether carried 
about by Malian forces or as- 
sociated foreign soldiers.” 


(AP) — The Great Kansas 
Comeback, as it will for- 
ever be known in the his- 
tory books, is about more 
than just one stifling, scin- 
tillating 20-minute stretch 
of Jayhawks basketball. 


The championship KU cap- 
tured Monday night traced 
its roots back to 2020, when 
the Jayhawks were a team that 
looked very much on track 
for the program's fourth na- 
tional title. 


Instead, it was KU’s come- 
from-behind 72-69 victory 
over North Carolina on 
Monday that brought that 
fourth championship ban- 
ner back to Allen Fieldhouse. 
The Jayhawks insisted they’d 
share it with the 2020 team, 
too. 


“It’s partially won for them,” 
said coach Bill Self, who 
has led Kansas to two of its 
four titles. “Because I always 
thought the 2020 team was 
better, more equipped to do 
well in the NCAA Tourna- 
ment.” 


Led by Devon Dotson and 
first-round NBA pick Udoka 
Azubuike, that 2020 team 
was, in fact, a team built for 
a championship. It was head- 
ed for a top seeding and the 
odds-on favorite to win it all. 


It was a team that never got its 
chance after the COVID-19 
pandemic hit and wiped away 
the season. 


Most of the key players in 
Monday’s title game — Da- 
vid McCormack (15 points), 


Ochai Agbaji (12), Christian 
Braun (12) and Jalen Wilson 
(15) — were on that team, 
too. The players who re- 
mained formed a poised, vet- 
eran group that came into the 
game with a mind-boggling 
973 games of college experi- 
ence. 


If any group was built to not 
lose its composure when 
things turned bad, this group 
might have been it. But, boy, 
things sure looked bleak for 
the Jayhawks as the first half 
wound down. 


Led by a dominating inside 
game by Armando Bacot and 
an 18-2 advantage in second- 
chance points, the Tar Heels 
ran off 16 straight points to 
take a 16-point lead. Kansas 
looked stuck in cement. 


Self used the long halftime 
break to calm things down 
and breathe some fire into 
his players. He tweaked the 
defense, getting DaJuan Har- 
ris Jr. to apply more pressure 
early to UNC ballhandler 
R.J. Davis. Kansas clogged up 
passing lanes, forced the Tar 
Heels into rushed shots and 
boxed out. 


That led to more running 
and more fast-break points 
(8) and turned a 16-point 
deficit into a six-point lead 
with 10 minutes left. When it 
was over, Kansas held on and 
completed the biggest come- 
back in title game history, 
surpassing Loyola Chicago’s 
15-point rally against Cincin- 
nati in 1963. 


“With the group of guys as 


experienced as this and been 
around and know each other 
so well, it’s kind of hard to 
see us get rattled,” said Kan- 
sas forward Mitch Lightfoot, 
who is in his sixth year of 
college. “Coach had a great 
message for us, and he chal- 
lenged us to be better and to 
have more pride.” 


COVID-19 hurt Kansas last 
season, too. Some players fell 
ill right as tournament time 
approached. The Jayhawks 
went into Indianapolis as a 
No. 3 seed but left after only 
two games — the second of 
those a humbling 34-point 
blowout loss to USC. 


They added Remy Martin, a 
transfer from Arizona State, 
but the rest of the group 
stayed the same. Martin 
turned into a key sixth man 
for the Jayhawks. On Mon- 
day, he found his shooting 
touch and scored 11 of his 14 
points in the second half. 


“They’ve always kept me 
going, and they always gave 
me confidence,” said Mar- 
tin, who struggled with in- 
juries early in the year. “And 
I couldn’t ask for a better 
group.” 


The other guys, Self said, 
simply improved as the sea- 
son went on. 


Agbaji adds Most Outstand- 
ing Player of the Final Four 
to his All-America title. Mc- 
Cormack played toe to toe 
with North Carolina’s dou- 
ble-double machine, Bacot. 
The Kansas big man backed 
in to make a bucket for a 70- 
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Kansas comes back, wins NCAA title 3 years in the making 


69 lead with 1:22 left. On the 
ensuing possession, Bacot 
hurt his ankle. That opened 
it up for McCormack to seal 
the game with another close- 
range shot, this one over the 
less-sturdy Carolina defend- 
er, Brady Manek. 


“Coach called the play and 
said we're going to throw it 
inside and we have trust in 
you and faith in you to deliver 
and get us a basket,” McCor- 
mack said. “I just prevailed, 
I made the basket happen. I 
appreciate them for allowing 
me to have that opportunity.” 


And Kansas appreciates him. 


The victory won't complete- 
ly erase trouble that could be 
brewing back in Lawrence. 
There's an NCAA inves- 
tigation hovering over this 
program, and the potential 
for serious penalties did not 
make this Kansas run any 
easier. 


But for now, time to cel- 
ebrate. 


This fourth national title will 
not have any single player’s 
name stamped on it, the 
way the ‘88 championship 
belongs to Danny Manning 
and the Miracles or the way 
08 was a product of Mario 
Chalmers’ late, game-tying 3. 


This one, Self insisted, was 
more of a group effort. 


Pretty big group, at that. 


This group of Jayhawks wants 
to share it with Azubuike, 
who is in the NBA, and Dot- 
son, who was on hand at the 
Superdome to watch Kansas 
pull out the win. 


“To win when your team had 
to fight and come back the 
way they did and show that 
much grit makes this one off 
the charts,” Self said. 


He was talking about Mon- 
day. 


He could’ve been talking 
about the last three seasons 
as well. 


Auburn’s Smith, a projected Top-5 pick, enters NBA draft 


(AP) — Auburn freshman 
Jabari Smith, who led the 
Tigers to their first No. 1 
ranking, is entering the 
NBA draft. 


Smith, who is projected as a 
potential No. 1 overall pick, 
lived up to his billing as the 
highest-rated recruit in pro- 


gram history. He announced 
his decision in a video posted 
Tuesday on social media. 


“Auburn will forever be my 
home and will be a place that 
is going to be a part of me 
forever,” Smith said in the 
video. “The long hours in 
the gym and the weight room 
have given me this opportu- 
nity and the chance to chase 
my dream of playing in the 
NBA. But none of this would 
have ever been possible with- 
out the love and the sacrifices 
that were made by my dad 
and my mom. 


“They molded me into the 
man and person I am today, 
and Pl] never be able to thank 
them enough.” 


Smith led the Tigers in scor- 
ing, averaging 16.9 points and 
7.4 rebounds. The 6-foot-10, 
220-pounder was also Au- 
burn’s top 3-point shooter 
after making 79 of 188 at- 
tempts (43%). 


A consensus All-American, 
Smith was named the South- 
eastern Conference freshman 
of the year. The Fayetteville, 
Georgia native was rated as 
the nation’s No. 5 recruit, 
according to the 247Sports 
composite rankings. 


Smith and 7-foot-1 center 
Walker Kessler comprised 
one of the nation’s top front- 
courts. Kessler, a North Car- 
olina transfer, had already 


announced his plans to enter 


the draft. 


“I came into this season want- 
ing to make history and give 
this school the recognition 
it deserves in basketball, and 
Auburn did that,” Smith said. 
“I also want to give a special 
thanks to the best coaching 
staff and support staff in the 
country. You all have made 
this year one I will never for- 
get.” 


Auburn won the Southeast- 
ern Conference regular- 
season title and spent three 
weeks atop the AP rankings 
before falling to Miami in the 
second round of the NCAA 
Tournament as a No. 2 seed.

Matsuyama returns to Masters, enjoying perks of a champion 


(AP) — The introduction 
differs slightly from tour- 
nament to tournament, 
though the general theme 
never changes. 


“The defending Masters 
champion.” 


Those words, or some ver- 
sion of them, have been what 
Hideki Matsuyama has heard 
on the first tee of whatever 
tournament he’s played over 
the last year. And last week at 
the Valero Texas Open, the 
words seemed to resonate 
differently — because that’s 
when Matsuyama realized 
that his reign is about to end. 


“It was a little sad,” Mat- 
suyama said. 


There’s one way to avoid that, 
of course: He just needs to 
successfully defend his Mas- 
ters title, something nobody 
has done at Augusta National 
since Tiger Woods in 2002. 
Matsuyama, the first Japanese 
man to win a major cham- 
pionship, is hoping a balky 
neck that has been bothering 
him for a few weeks is good 
enough on Thursday to give 
him a legitimate chance of 


winning the Masters again. 


He went 6 under in a seven- 
hole stretch of the back nine 
in the third round last year 
to take command, then held 
on with a final-round 73 to 
beat Will Zalatoris by a shot. 
Matsuyama has won twice 
more since: the Zozo Cham- 
pionship in Japan in October, 
then the Sony Open in Ha- 
wali in January. 


“It’s been a great year,” Mat- 
suyama said. “It’s great to be 
back here at Augusta. I feel 
very proud and honored to be 
here as the defending cham- 
pion. It’s been a great year 
with wins at Zozo and Sony. 
Last couple of weeks, though, 
have been a struggle. Hope- 
fully I can find my game and 
be a worthy defending cham- 
pion.” 


That last part is the mys- 
tery. The neck has even him 
guessing. 


The issue with the left side of 
his neck first presented itself 
during the second round at 
Bay Hill last month. He got 
through that tournament, 
tying for 20th, and went to 


Texas last week pain-free and 
feeling good for a couple of 
days. 


Then came Wednesday, it 
stiffened up again and Mat- 
suyama eventually withdrew. 
“I haven’t really been able 
to hit a full shot, a 100% full 
shot in a long time, so that’s 
still a question,” Matsuyama 
said. “But I feel like the treat- 
ment I’ve been receiving is 
helping. I’m on the road to 
full recovery. ... I think by 
Thursday Pll be ready to play 
my best, hopefully.” 


He showed last year that his 
best is more than enough. 


Matsuyama first came to Au- 
gusta National as an amateur 
in 2011, getting to the Mas- 
ters after winning what was 
then called the Asian Ama- 
teur and is now called the 
Asia-Pacific Amateur. It’s a 
relatively new tournament, 
having been contested only 
12 times and won by 10 men 
— three of whom are in this 
Masters field. 


They all played a practice 
round together this week as 
well; Matsuyama was joined 
by reigning Asia-Pacific win- 
ner Keita Nakajima and 2018 
winner Takumi Kanaya. 


“Following the footsteps of 
Takumi Kanaya and Mas- 
ters champion Hideki Mat- 
suyama, it's an honor to do 
that,” Nakajima said. 


Matsuyama expected his 
playing partners to pepper 
him with questions about 
how to play this and that at 
Augusta National. 


Turns out, he was the one 


driving the conversation. 


“If I can be an inspiration to 
them, it makes me very hap- 
py,” Matsuyama said. “Hope- 
fully last year’s Masters win 
will help inspire and encour- 
age a lot of young people in 
Japan to take up golf and fol- 
low in my footsteps. ... I don’t 
know if they were bashful or 
what, but I was hoping to be 
able to talk more with them.” 


Which, given Matsuyama's 
penchant for privacy, is a bit 
of a surprising take. He's po- 
lite in interviews, even smil- 
ing a bit and giving knowing 
nods when his best lines drew 
laughs after getting translated 
for largely English-speaking 
reporters on Tuesday, yet 
would never be described as 
an open book. 


Matsuyama kept the menu 
for Tuesday night's Masters 
Club Dinner — it's more 
commonly called the Cham- 
pions Dinner — largely un- 
der wraps until it was an- 
nounced that morning. 
None of his selections was 
particularly surprising, espe- 
cially since the theme was to 
celebrate the best of Japanese 
fare, 


Sushi, sashimi and nigiri 
were to be served as appetiz- 
ers, along with Yakitori — es- 
sentially meaning grilled — 
chicken skewers. 


Miso-glazed black cod with 
a Japanese broth would be 
offered, as would the cen- 
terpiece: A5 Wagyu ribeye 
of beef, arguably the finest 
cut in the world, served with 
mushrooms and vegetables 
along with a sansho daikon 
ponzu, a sauce that gets a bit 


of a spicy kick from Japanese 
radishes. 


For dessert, Japanese straw- 
berry shortcake — sponge 
cake with Amaou strawber- 
ries, generally considered 
Japan’s best kind, ones that 
are typically available only 
through winter and some of 
spring in that country. 


“Pm really looking forward 
to the Champions Dinner,” 
Matsuyama said. 


It'll provide him a chance to 
enjoy a perk that he’s rarely 
partaken in since winning the 
Masters. He’ll get to wear his 
green jacket. 


Matsuyama carried the jack- 
et — Masters winners get to 
take it off the Augusta Na- 
tional property for a year 
before it’s supposed to be re- 
turned — onto a commercial 
flight out of Atlanta the day 
after winning it a year ago. 
He tends not to wear it. He’s 
even leery of sending it out 
for dry cleaning. 


“I thought about it and it 
needed to be cleaned, but 
I just was so worried that 
something might happen to 
it,” Matsuyama said. “So I 
didn't want to let it out of my 
sight. I just spent a year look- 
ing at it. I haven't really worn 
it that much, but I look at it a 
lot. And now I wish I would 
have worn it more.” 


The introduction on tee box- 
es changes now. The jacket 
gets returned. He'll drape 
one over the shoulders of a 
new champion Sunday. 


That is, unless he wins the 
Masters again. 


Yankees putting 16 pitchers on opening-day roster; Bird back 


(AP) — The New York 
Yankees will carry 16 
pitchers and three bench 
players on their open- 
ing-day roster Thursday 
against the Boston Red 
Sox, according to manag- 
er Aaron Boone. 


Switch-hitting  utilityman 
Marwin Gonzalez will play 
a key role off the shortened 
bench. 


“Marwin's versatility gives up 
pretty good coverage every- 
where,” Boone said before 
an exhibition Tuesday against 
the Detroit Tigers. “Just early 
on, got to make sure we pro- 


tect and build up the arms 
properly. We'll make it work, 
and if we have to change on 
the fly a little bit, we'll do 
that.” 


Right-handers Clarke 
Schmidt and Ron Marinaccio 
and lefty JP Sears also earned 
roster spots. 


Teams are allowed to carry 28 
players during April due to 
the shortened spring training. 


Boone said the Yankees are 
planning to return to 13 
pitchers and four position 
reserves when the expanded 
rosters end May 1. 


The Yankees signed first base- 
man Greg Bird to a minor 
league contract and assigned 
him to Triple-A Scranton/ 
Wilkes-Barre. Bird was with 
New York from 2015-19 but 
had his career derailed by 
injures. He opted out of his 
contract with the Toronto 
Blue Jays after hitting .261 
with two homers and six 
RBIs during spring training, 


The 29-year-old played in 
Triple-A for Colorado last 
season, hitting .267 with 27 
home runs and 91 RBIs. 


“He can hit,” Boone said. 


“Health has always been the 
issue for him, but I don’t 
think anyone has ever doubt- 
ed his potential and what he 


could be as a big league hitter. 
Get another talented guy that 
appears to be healthy.”
